$60,000 in 
uncollected bills 


The Wilmington Water and 
Sewer Commissioners have about 
$60,000 in uncollected bills, unpaid 
money from the home owners of 
Wilmington. It is a constant figure, 
going on year after year. Some 
home owners never pay until they 
have to 

A few years ago the town meeting 
voted to have unpaid water bills 
become a part of the tax bills. The 
theory was that those bills would 
have to be paid, and the water 
department would get its money 

It didn’t work out quite as 
expected. 

Where there are mortgages on the 
home the bill is paid, because the 
banks make certain on that point 
But there are a lot of unpaid bills 
just the same 


The time has come to take action 
the water commissioners decided in 
their December 17 meeting, The 


message of delinquent water users 
is to be, "Pay those bills, or have 
your water shut off! 

But, instead of using the words 
shut off” the water commissioners 
have a nicer sounding phrase 
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water service interruption.” It 
means the same thing, The "service 
interruption” charge will be $25 
for shutting off the water, and 
another $25 for turning the water 
on again 

Unanimously the commissioners 
voted 

1. After six months of unpaid 
bills a demand charge will be 
mailed to the home - a bill for the 
water used, plus interest, and a $15 
demand charge. All to be paid 
within 30 days 

2. Those who do not pay, within 
10 working days after the 30 day 
notice, will have their water service 
interrupted,” and the $25 service 
will also be charged, for turning 
off and for turning on 

3. The commissioners will take 
notice of all "hardship c Such 
cases will be duly considered and 
reviewed. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman now 
has the proposed new regulation of 
the water commissioners, to 
review, before it becomes a part of 
the water and sewer department 
rules, 
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meet federal funding require 
ments, They will also encompass all 
town bridges, the 1-93 cloverleaf, 
and future road widening by 
DeMoulas Plaza into their study 
This is only aspect Of a 
feasibility study on the town center 
being undertaken by the WRA 
in the next few nionths. Ce 
will also do a second study on the 
town square itself. This study will 
look at such things as se’ 
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and Storch Engineers. They have 
also iooked at environmental 
reports from the DPW. 

In mid-January, consultants will 
bring their proposals before the 
redevelopment authority for 
members’ help in choosing the best 


alternative. Preliminary designs 
will be brought before Wilmington 
selectmen January 25. A series of 


public hearings will be held to gain 
input from n citizens and 
Organizations. Selectmen and WRA 
members felt the hearings would be 
isable than forming an 
visory committee.

Double standard for sodium 


Wilmington Water and Sewer Commission Chairman George 
Allan provided a few “hard nosed" remarks ori December 17 
about the quality of Wilmington water. 

Commissioner Arthur Smith spoke of a Wilmington selectman 
(unnamed) who had called Smith at his place of business. The 
Suggestion was made that the water department should send a 
crew to a certain home because of “rust in the water." 

Allan said that, as all three commissioners and many others 
know, the’ water department is constructing its second 
purification station, for the purpose of getting rust and other 
items out of the municipal water. If the selectman wishes to talk 
about it he should make a point of attending the commissioners’ 
meetings, which are held on the first and third Thursdays of the 
month. 

The second hard nosed remark was in response to a letter from 
a Wilmington resident. He had a complaint of sodium being in 
the water of his household, and how difficult it made life for the 
family. The family was being forced to buy its water supply by 
the gallon from a local establishment which sold water in that 
manner. The cost was severul dollars a week. 

There is a double standard for determining whether water can 
be called “sodium free.” One standard applies to public water 
supplies, the other to any food item, including bottled water, 
sold in a store. 

Wilmington's water, at least at this time, said Allan, has a 
sodium level of about 26 milligrams per liter. The water is 
tested regularly, as the law requires, by state certified 
laboratories. If Wilmington's municipal water should get over 
20 milligrams per liter the law requires that the public be 
notified 

Places that sell water by the gallon can claim that its water is 
sodium free” as long as it is below 27 milligrams per liter, 
Allan said, They can claim that their water is “very low salt" if 
the sodium level is below 196 milligrams per liter. 

Thus, the "sodium free" water in stores can actually have d 
higher level of sodium than the tap water which must carry 
warning statement for sodium content

in 1641, She married Robert Eames 
of Boxford, Mass, about 1660 - he 
came from Boxford, England 
having been born there about 1638 
They lived in Boxford néar the now 
North Andover (then Andover)

"Rebecca, after witnessing the 
hanging of Rev, George Burroughs 
for witchcraft on Aug, 19, 1692 
was herself accused of witchcraft 
that same day and received a 
sentence of death Sept. 17, 1692 
For some reason, she was not 
immediately executed but stayed in 
jail until March 1693 when she was 
reprieved (along with others) by 
Governor Phipps, Only about four 
months later, July 22, 1693, her 
husband died but she lived until 
May 8, 1721. In 1710, she sent a 
letter to the General Court desiring 
them to restore her name to its 
former purity, and to allow certain 
bills of charge relative to her 
imprisonment (four pounds, 
eighteen shillings for the reprieve) 
to the Governor's clerk; one pound,

ten shillings for provisions; and, 
ten pounds for other necessary 
charges while imprisoned. This was 
fully complied with by that 
honorable body at their next 
sittin, 
This last sentence above appears 
to conflict with your article quoting 
the "Encyclopedia of Witchcraft 
and Demonology” stating that the 
Governor never signed the reversal 
by the General Court in 1711! 
However, I seem to confirm your 
statement that Rebecca Eames and 
her family were not directly related 


to. the Eames families in 
Wilmington, Woburn and 
Charlestown. Rebecca's son, 


Robert Eames born in 1667 and my 
ancester, stayed in Boxford and his 
son, Samuel, moved to Andover 
and then the family moved to 
Groton, Mass. about 1757 

I've gathered most of the above 
information from my father's 40 
odd years of genealogical research 
- | can’t claim any real credit except 
for putting together some of the 
notes. 

To reiterate though, I certainly 
enjoy your articles Larz - keep up

Captain Burgess, it seems, was 
one of the captains who insisted on 
bucking the storms, in order to 
"Get the Boys Home.” 

Charlie has a “newspaper,” put 
out by Tech Sergeant Samuel 
ReTrosen, It told of the voyage 
home, on the M.L.T. Victory. It was 
not a pleasant time. 

Captain Burgess must have taken 
command of the M.I.T. Victory in 
November of 1945, for the paper 
says it was the third westbound 
voyage of that ship. A round trip 
took 20 or 21 days 

The paper tells how the M.I.T 
Victory made 400 miles a day. That 
was the ordinary speed of those 
ships. Then it goes on to tell how, 
up on the Grand Banks, the ship 
made only 100 miles a day. The 
ship was in rough weather, and 
many were seasick "while a few 
hearty souls, chow hounds at heart, 
packed away the victuals the 
majority had passed up 

Charlie has his “newspaper” to 
prove he had a hard voyage across 
the Atlantic. Now he has a picture, 
not of the M.L.T. Victory, but of its 
sister ship, the Chanute Victory

Tis the season to be shopping, but 
buying a Christmas gift for your 
favorite woods-dweller can be both 
fun, or a royal pain. It depends. 

First and foremost, learn what 
outdoors pursuit(s) your favorite 
Nimrod enjoys, and try to be 
specific. The most popular sports 
are fishing and hunting, but others 
include bird-watching, mountain 
climbing, snowshoeing and nature 
photography. There's a lot to do 
under the sun, and you should know 
which sport your outdoorsy type 
enjoys best 

But there are variations to each 
sport, just to make things even 
more difficult, Fishing isn't "just 
fishing, not by along sho: 

Deep sea fishing, let's say, is 
entirely different from, and 
ires completely different gear 

‘oh, say fly fishing or ice 
hing. Your deep sea fisher 
doesn’t need a new ice auger any 
more than a trout chaser needs a 
box of half-pound sinkers. 

Your best bet is to buttonhole the 
favorite buddy of your fisher or 
hunter. It's a cold guarantee that a 
fishing buddy will know what your 
subject been bitching most about, 
and can give you hard specifics on 
what to buy for Christmas: 

Let's start at the top =~ fishing 
It's completely within the rules to 
poke around in somebody's tackle 
box, provided you don't get caught 
and everything is put back precisely 
as you found it. Once inside, look 
for the lures which have taken the 
worst beating and think about 
buying him or her a few new ones. 
ALSS a pop, you probably won't be 
buying all that many 

But any lure that is rusted 
completely through is most likely a 
dog, left in the bottom of the box to 
die of neglect 

Next, check the rod rack. Most 
anglers will use a good rod until the 
handle falls off. If his fishing stick 
has a lot of knicks and loose 
threads, give some thought to 
buying a new one. At the base of 
the rod, above the handle, is printed 
all the specifics about the stick, 
including length, manufacturer and 
“action,” Reels are best left alone, 
since most anglers are very finicky 
about what cranking machine they 
want to use next 

With the ice fishing season on the 
way, it never hurts to have warm 
clothes -- the warmest possible. 
Electric socks, super-warm hats 
and deep, dark sunglasses are all 
worth consideration, One chap at 
last year's Pepsi tournament wore 
welder's goggles, proving that you 
can't buy sunglasses too dark for an 
ice fisher, 

One of my favorite possessions 
for ice fishing is a pair of fur-lined 
leather mittens, given to me last 
Christmas by my brother, Kevin 
These items are too heavy for most 
normal uses, but they've kept my 
hands working happily in the worst 
blizzards imaginable. Mittens are 
much warmer than gloves 
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For the hunter on your Christmas 
list, do not -- repeat do not -- try to 
buy ammo. There are literally 
hundreds of different calibers, 
bullet weights and so on, and you'd 
best leave it alone unless you're 100 
percent certain what he needs. You 
can think of something better than 
bullets for a gift, can't you? 

Instead, look into some of the 
newer hunting clothes. Camoflage 
is nice, but it's utterly useless for 
deer hunting. By the same token, a 
blaze orange suit in a duck blind is 
about as inconspicuous as a bonfire. 
Again, this is where specific know- 
ledge comes in handy. However, 
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outdoor gifts 


warm and serviceable clothes for 
hunting is never a bad idea 

One new item on the hunting 
scene these days are electronic ear 
muffs. These little gems, which I've 
yet to ty out, are electronic sound 
amplifiers, which will pick up the 
sound of a deer rubbing its nose 
against a tree from unheard-of 
distances. The earmuffs are also 
supposed to block out the sound of 
gunfire, so they serve double duty 

While the cost is a hundred plus 
dollars a pair for these electronic 
muffs, they might be worth a look 

One universal gift item for both 
hunters and fishers is a good knife. 
Splurge and buy the best, since a 
good knife never wears out. 

Another universal gift is a pair of 
good boots. Out of all the foowear 
I've ever owned, nothing can hold a 
candle to my Sorels when winter 
rolls around. 

These classic boots have a leather 
and-rubber shell, with insulation 
provided by removable felt booties. 
If water gets into the boot, you just 
pull out the booties, swab the boot 
dry, insert a dry set of booties and 
you're on your way again. I've 
owned my Sorels for 15 years now, 
and they're all set for the coming 
winter ice fishing season 

And if all else fails, there’s always 
a “fish tie, Hunters and fishers 
always have a sense of humor ~- it 
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1987 


just goes with the sport. Anybody 
who would willingly sit in a frog- 
choking rain just to catch a few fish 
or shoot at ducks has GOT to have a 
sense of humor. 

Good luck in your gift hunting, 
and Merry Christmas, y'all!

The Quabbin is hurting! A new 
study of the reservoir, released by 
the Mass. Division of Fisheries & 
Wildlife, bemoans a steady down- 
hill wend in fish catches, and 
blames acid rain as the cause. The 
report, called Acidification and 
Fish Harvest Trends at Quabbin 
Reservior, gives 30 years worth 
study in a S1-page booklet 

Quabbin is one of the few bodies 
of water in the Commonwealth that 
can show the results of 30 years of 
water quality tests, weather info 
and creel data. And while Mass- 
achusetts has some pretty stringent 
emission-control laws, the report 
argues that acid rain has got to be 
dealt with on a national level, 
before it's too late. Pretty grim 
reading for the holidays. 

The results aren't final yet, but it 
looks like the deer harvest this year 
was off by 10 percent. Only 3,995 
deer were taken, compared with 
4,476 last year. Final figures on 
the hunt will be ready in January, 
and the primitive firearms season is 
underway this week, so more deer 
will surely be added to the tally 

Still and all, the deer checked in 
looked (previously) healthy, so the 
herd is just fine. And some of the 
bigger deer were locals!

Christmas gifts of pets can 
be holiday hazards 


“Gift Pets" become holiday 
hazards 

A popular holiday image is 
one of a puppy or kitten popping 
out of a gift box with a bow 
around its neck. But according 
to The Humane Society of the 
United States (HSUS), the 
reality of such ‘gift pets'’ isn't 
as pretty as the picture 

Phyllis Wright, HSUS vice 
president for companion 
animals, points out that the 
holidays may be the very worst 
time to bring a new pet home 
“It's a season filled with ex 
citement, visitors, noise, and 
general chaos. An animal, with 
all its special needs, may be an 
added burden instead of a 
welcome addition to the family 
And in all the confusion, young 
children may treat a puppy or 
kitten as just another toy. If the 
family and pet get off to a bad 
start together, there’s a greater 
chance they won't stay together 
long."’ Wright noted that many 
humane societies around the 
country experience an influx of 
unwanted “gift pets" in the 
weeks and months following the 
holidays 

Wright added that giving an 
animal as a surprise gift is 
never a good idea, regardless of 
the season. “Taking care of an 
animal requires a commitment 
that not everyone is prepared to 
make. And choosing a pet is a 
personal decision, rather like 
picking a best friend. It's a 
choice that really shouldn't be 
made by someone else.”” 

Instead of giving an animal 
Wright suggests giving a book 
about pets that will help a 
potential pet owner make a 
decision about what kind of 
animal would best suit his or 
her lifestyle. Some humane 
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societies-offer gift certificates 
that can be used to adopt a pet 
after the holidays. A symbol of a 
pet, such as a collar, leash or 
toy can be wrapped with a note 
announcing the later arrival of 
a pet 
Wright noted that when the 
new pet is brought home, the 
best time of day to do it is 
morning, so the pet will have 
the daylight hours to explore its 
new surroundings. She also 
urges people to avoid putting a 
puppy or kitten in a closed box 
or wrapping ribbon around its 
neck. Animals can panic or 
even suffocate in the box, or 
chew and swallow the ribbon. 
The HSUS has some other 

holiday safety tips to offer 

Keep plants like holly, 
mistletoe and poinsettias out of 
reach, as they are toxic if eaten 

If you can't keep pets out of 
the room where the tree and 
gifts are displayed, at least be 
sure the tree is securely an- 
chored and that ornaments and 
tinsel are hung out of paw 
reach 

Remember that ribbon, 
string and electrical cords for 
tree lights can be hazardous for 
curious pets

Using an 1BM or compatible 
computer and a modem (to 
make the telephone con-
